The crowds of ladies 
and gentlemen who were present proved sat- 
isfactorily enough the popularity of the Ex- 
hibition. Some of the farniers were of the 
opinion that the Exhibition was held from 6 
fortnight to & month bg early ; for root 
crops, they maintain, wil ptill continue to 
grow ; and that in the next place, many far- 
mers have been unable to thresh ont their 
grain ag yet. It is hoped tliat the suggestion 
to fix a later day in the fall at the gext an- 
nual Exbibition may be taken iato c sider- 
ation. The display of horses was better 
than last year, both in numbers, breed, and 
class. Mr. Sandover, of Victoria, came in 
for the first prize fora saddle horse—a very 
fine animal. Mr. Turgouse, of South Saan- 
ich, took several prises for bis fine stock,—a 
mare and foal, & yout , & two-year old, 
and the best pair of work horses. Mr. Wil- 
liams, of the Livery Stable; got the prize for 
the dest pair of carriage | orses—the same 
pair which bas tskea the prize for three suc- 
cessive years.

last year, got it again this year, for a hog 
19 months o'd. Mr. Lester exhibited two 
remarkably fine pigs, fire months old, that

‘Vive McMahon !’’S and the Marsbal, 
standing up in his stirrups, took in ata 
glance the field of battle, lit a cigar, and 
ordered his admirable retreat. At 7 o'clock 
we were in a capital position ; but McMahon 
had returned to the froct along the valley 
where the Prussian army, quite exhausted, 
was unable to pursue its march. This man, 
who from dawn had been in the saddle, and 
who had been fighting for thirteen hours and 
had seen all his orderlies fall, lit another ci- 
gar, dismounted and passed three bours in 
helping: the hospital men to attend to the 
wounded.

McMawox’s- Rerreat.—A letter to the 
Moniteur describes the entree of McMahon 
into Nancy. ‘On Sunday, Aug. 7." says the 
correspondent, ‘‘a special train into Nancy 
with some ofthe wounded. Marshal Me- 
Mahon accompanied them. He came ‘preci- 
pitately’ to Naacy in search of subsisteuce 
for his troops, the enemy having takes all bis 
provi-ions. His troops hid eaten nothing for 
twenty-eight hours.

He was covered 
with mud from head to foot, bis hands were 
black, one of his eppaulettes had been car- 
ried away by‘@ bullet, the skirts of bis uni- 
form were fulllof builet-boles, bis telescope 
was broken asunder by a ball, which at the 
same time slightly wounded bim in the hand. 
He had not bad time to take off his Hessian 
boots and long spurs. Everybody in the 
cafe, as soon as he was known, respectfully 
saluted him. He hastily called for some cold 
meat, for he bad not tasted food .for 
twenty-eight hours. He wrote a letter while 
he was eating, and was very seon joined by 
an officer, who is believed to be General de 
Failly. They went in‘oa private room and 
had a sbort consultation, after which the 
Marshal went back by rail with the provisions 
be bad bought for his soldiers, An inbabi- 
tant of Nancy, personally acquainted with 
the Marshal, asked him uews of the Cuirassi- 
ers. His answer was: ‘The Cuirassiers !
